There is little of Curioſity ju ir, either tor 
the Legend or Figures, unleſs in thoſe that were coin- 
ed after the Declenſion of the Republick, which na- 
turally ought to begin the Imperial Series. Before 
that Time, this Sort of Medals was only ſtampt —

INDEED, towards the Sum Century ot Rome, 
Mine-maſters took the Liberty to place the Heads of 
Famous Perſons tat had been in their own Families 
upon Medals, either under their proper Figures, or 
that of ſome Deity, to whoſe Protection the Family 
was committed. This they did till che Fall of the 
Commonwealth; and then they began to put on the 
Heads of Jalius Caſar, the Conſpiraors: char kill'd 
him, the Triumvirs that invaded- the Sovereign 
Power, and all rhoſe that had afterwards any ſhare 

in the Government. For till thoſe unhappy: Times, 
ng Man was ſuffered to fer his own Head upon the 
Money, that — being accounted an Attendant 
upon Royalty, whi was — * Tame infinicely 
odious to them. 

THEREFORE token you find upon che Conſular 
Medals, the Heads of Aamulus and Remus, and the 
fuſt Roman Kings, thoſe of Scipio, Aieteilus, Lucullus, 
Regulus, Caldus, or the like, you muſt not conclude 
that they were coined in their Reigns; ſince in the 
Time of the Kings, for Inſtance, Silver Money -was 
ot in Uſe; bur ſome of their Deſcendants being in

Vo are further to be informed before we . 
done witch Conſular Medals, that althongh they are 
almoſt all of Silyer, and of the third Size, becauſe 
they were the Roman Denarii, Quinarii or &ſterces; 
yet there are ſome of all Metals, and Copper ones of 
all the three Sizes ; but with this Difference, that we 
—— know above 50 or 60 in Gold, and about 2 30 
per, whereas we have near 1000 in Silver.

Arx this preſuppoſed,, | the Series of Families: 
may be made two ways. The firſt, ſo as Vr ſinus 
has done it, by placing the Names of the ſeveral Fa- 
milies found upon Medals in Alphabetical Order; 
ferring all that · ſeem to be of the ſame Houſe 
ther. This Way indeed may not be ſo pleaſing, 
but it is the real and 3 Way. The Second, as 
Colkæiut has done it, b y-che Reſti-of-yhe- Contals, 
placing under — Yea the Medals of the Conſuls. 
This Second Way fs very handſome and learned; but 
the Misforeune W. it has nothing but Shew. and Ap- 
pearance, and, in truth, can never be per tormed. 
Eirſt, Becauſe we have no Medals of the firſt Con- 
ſuls from the Tear 244 to 484, which forced Colt iu 
to give — only their Names, as they are found in 
the Sccond ly, From that Time down to the 
Empire of Auzuſtus, thoſe Medals that he has given 
us, were never cnined cirher by the Conſuls, ot for 
thoſe Conſuls whoſe Names chey bear; but only by 
the Minr-maſters, who being of the lame Family, 
were defirous to preſerve heir ona, of their An- 
ners Names. 0 | 
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Tre was neceffary to obſerve this, in order to'cor- 
rect the Error of young Beginners, who imagine that 
they are called Conſular Medals, becauſe” they were 
coined by the Conſuls themſelues, who yearly entred 
into that Office; when in truth this Name was only 
given chem, becauſe they were c6ined in the Time 
when the Commonwealth was governed by Conſuls. 
WE will now ſpeak of the Imperial Medals 
which compoſe our fourth Order, and where we 
may find all the Heads that are neceſſary to make the 
Series of che Emperors compleat till our Time. The 
Ancient ate the moſt eſteemed; and 1244, chock 
'thoſe of the Higher; Empire, which are from between 
1 Geſar , and the Thirty Tyrants incluſively. 
et there are ſome, and thoſe not a few, that are 
very well ſtamped , and hkewiſe very ſcarce, down 
ro the Family of Conſtantine the Great, when that 
was all rare and curiouſly ended, as we ſhall obſerve 
more particularly in another place. Occo, a German 
Phyſician of Aube, hath giver us the firſt Deſeri- 
ption ot them from the Year 15890, or 81, printed 
at Antwerp; and · the Numbei of Medals he collected 
increaſing every Day upon his Hands, cauſed him to 
put out à Second Edition at Ansbourg in the Year 
1601, which is the beſt. The Mea Barba 
de Birague, à Gentleman of Pavia, has put out a 
Third Edition at Milan, 1683. wherein he has added 
feveral thouſand: Impreſſes. We ſhould have been 
very happy, had he ſeen and deſcribed the Medals 
themſelves, and not been obliged to truſt to Cara- 
logues and Deſcriptions chat were ſent him, and are 
not often very faithſuWiu n. 
N. PATIN has not on n at the trouble of 
collecting a great many ef them, but has engraven 
all his middle Copper ones, and endeavoured to ex- 
plain them more amply and ſucceſsſully chan all who 
have gone before him. He brings them down as low 


as the Emperor FHeraclius, having —

4 
THESE fame Legends alſo diſcover to us how 
ſhore a time the Acknowledgments of thoſe laſted, 
who having been adopted, or whoſe Obligations for 
the Empire being owing either to their Father or Mo- 
ther, Ar they had firſt taxen upon them the Quality 
of Sons, quitted that ſoon after as well as the Name. 


Trajan at firſt took upon him the Name of Nerva, 


who had adopted him, which a little while after he 
left off, and retained only that of Trajan. So Hadri- 
an did che like. Firſt, it was Nerva Trajanus Hadri- 
anus; . preſently after ir was only-Hadrianus. So the 
r00d Antoninus once called himſelf, Titus AÆlius Ha- 
ianus Antoninus, but a little after chauged it for 
Antoninus Auguſtas Pius; on the contrary, their Vani- 
ty and Ambition made them to keep up Names to 
which they had no Right, either by Blood or De- 
ſert.

© THE3E proper · Names being become common to 
2 great many, have exceedingly embroiled the N- 
man Hiſtory ot Antiquaries, becauſe the Latin Medals 
have no Epochas, whereas the Greek Medals being 
much more exact in giving the Surnames, and ſetting 
forth the Nears, have wondertully facilitated the 

Knowledge of certain Kings; which would other wile 
have been very perplex d and intricate; ſuch as the 
Antiochi, Ptolemys, and the reſt.

from the Left: Hand to the Right, and this. is general- 
ly on all 4ince Nera. But on the Twelve Cæſars we 
commonly find them from the Right to the Left, or 
even partly one Way, and partly che other.

A GREAT many Things do embaraſs and hinder 
a young Beginner, it he hath not at firſt a general 
Knowledge of Mcdals. Eet him rherefore begin with 
the Dialogues of Antonius Auguſtinus, which are as 10 
many Lejjons capable to inſtrutt him. Next he will 
find great Help from Galtz ius his Tueſaurus, where 
Things are reduced to certain Heads, which will teach 
him the Elements of this Science. | ; 

HE will there find the eommoneſt Abbreviations, 
without which nothing of the Legends can be under- 
flood; he will there meet with the Names and Sir- 


names of all the Emperors which are for the moſt

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part expreſs'd only by the Initial Cetters. The Names 
of Offices and Magiſtracies, which are never found 
but in Breviature. That will be enough to put him

ME DALVS that are very rare and ſcarce, ought to 
be known, that ſo we miy not let them eſcape us 
whenever we meet with them; and that we may 
know how to eſteem thoſe that deſerve it.

an eager Buyer never conſiders the exceſſive Price of 
a Medal, which he finds very ſcarce and fine, well. 
preſerved, and neceſſary to compleat one of his Se- 
ries :s. It likewiſe depends upon the Courteſie of the 
Seller, who often prefers the Satisfaction of an Ex- 
cellent Perſon before his own Intereſt ; and is over- 
joyt d he can accommodate him with a Medal he ſces 
he is fond of, without taking all che Advantages of 
him he might.

LASTEY, Holland deſerves, by the great Number 
of Medals ſhe has coined, to make one Alone of the 
Seven Parts, which compoſe Cabiners.
